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Continuation of 2. NOTE: The Applicant states that the applied art does not teach the output of a ink image according to a calculated 
coordinate shift amount (page 12, lines 16-page 13, line 2). This newly amended limitation requires new search and/or consideration, and 
therefore cannot be entered at this time of closed prosecution. 

The Applicant submit that Forcler does not disclose reproducing ink data overlaid on a text image at a reproduction position which is 
defined by a coordinate value shifted by a calculated coordinate shift amount (page 13, line 7-12). This newly amended limitation requires 
new search and/or consideration, and therefore cannot be entered at this time of closed prosecution. 

Furthermore, the Applicant submit that Forcier nor the prior art disclose a coordinate shift amount for the output position of the 
handwritten annotations, nor outputting an ink image at a position associated with the calculated shift amount (page 14, line 3-9). This 
newly amended limitation requires new search and/or consideration; therefore, it cannot be entered at this time of closed 
prosecution. 
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
